‘The reports of the previous three years, 

Dr. J. M. Cowan officiated as Superintendent till the 21st Novem 
ber 1927, when Mr. ©. ©. Calder resumed charge of his substantive 
post, and held it till the end of the year. 

2. A survey of the plantations referred to in the resolution on the 
report for the year 1926-1927 was commenced in 1927-1928 through 
the agency of the Survey of India, but was not completed during the 
year. 

8, Pending the decision of the Government of India on the Report 
of the Agricultural Commission no action has been taken during the 
year on the report written by an officer of the Auditor-General regard- 
ing the commercialisation of the accounting system of the Bengal 
Cinchona Department. 

4. The area under cultivation at the end of the year was 4,898 
acres, Extensions comprising 156 acres were carried out during the 
year. The coppicing which was carried out some years ago in the 
upper blocks of the Burmiak division has produced the finest cinchona 
yet grown in the plantations. 

5. Harvests have been confined to thinnings and to the extraction 
of trees which had died or become unhealthy. Harvests do not reduce 
the urea under cultivation, but as the process of thinning and uprooting 
dead trees goes on, the area of a block ceases to have any fixed relation 
to the stock, on the block. 

In order to have a staple basis of. comparison the unit of stock in 
reports previous to last year's report ‘was taken as an acre with a full 
complement of cinchona, This year the Superintendent has reverted 
to this unit, The figures in Appendix A represent the urea of the 
plantations reduced to acres with a full complement of cinchona, The 
actual area of the plantations is 4.626 acres, but these represent only 
5,162 fully stocked acres. 

§. 917,259 tbs. of Bengal bark was harvested in the year of report 
against 6,69,000 ths. in the previous year, 

7. Altogether 11,43,732 tbs. of dried bark was used: im»the factory 
during the year. Of this, 8.57,900 ths, represents the Bengal bark, 
and the rest Java and Burma bark belonging to the Government, of 
India. The total quantity of quinine sulphate manufactured during 
the year was 46,48) tbs, at Rs. 2721 per Ib. Of this, 13,195 Ths. 
belongs to the Government of India, Of the total quantity of cinchona 
febrifuge amounting to 20,899 Tbs. manufactured during the year 
4,169 ths. belongs to the Government of India.

Untimely heavy rain at the time of maturity 
in, October affected the outturn jn many districts of the province. On the whole a 
{air crop is expected. 

‘The total area planted is estimated at 195,800 acres this year as 
against 308,000 acres last year, 


Outturn,—According to the estimates of District Officers, the average outturn 
of the-erop for the provines works out at 81 per cent. of the normal this year as 
against 83 per cent, last year. 

Taking 37 maunds as the normal yield of cane gur per acre, the gross outturn 
for the province is estimated at 215,600 tons this year as against 235,700 tons last 
year. ! 

Other sources of Gur.—The total quantity of gur likely to be obtained from 
date- juice and others. is estimated at 102,200 tons this year as against 96,500 
tons last year.
